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SUMMARY: APRIL SAW THE WINDING DOWN AND VIRTUAL TERMINATION 
OF THE INTENSIFIED ERADICATION CAMPAIGN IN THE NORTH. THE 
NEW YORK TIMES ARTICLES ON MEXICO'S NARCOTICS TRAFFIC 
IRRITATED THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. FOUR BELL COMPANY CONTRACT 
EMPLOYEES ARRIVED TO BEGIN IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
HELICOPTER MAINTENANCE AND SUPPLY PROGRAM. DISTRIBUTION OF 
US-SUPPLIED ARMS REMAINED A SERIOUS LOGISTICAL PROBLEM. 
AMBASSADOR JOVA VISITED DEA OFFICES IN EL PASO. WE 
SUPPLIED INFORMATION FOR THE FY 76 CONGRESSIONAL

OFFICIAL. THE AG WAS SO IRRITATED THAT HE CALLED A SPECIAL 
PRESS CONFERENCE TO REFUTE THE ALLEGATIONS AND TO REQUEST 
THAT THE USG IN EFFECT "PUT UP OR SHUT UP." (SEE MEXICO 3450,

ATTORNEY GENERAL'S AERO SERVICES DIVISION. THE TEAM WILL BE
